Sale of SP rights-of-way is 


an important step in development 


of regional transit system.

he Los Angeles County Transportation Commission (LACTC)announced on Octo- 
ber 12 that itreached agreement to purchase 175 miles of SP rights-of-way and other 
properties for $450 million. The landmark agreement, which will not affect signifi- 
cantly the ability of SP to provide freight service nor diminish its freight revenues, is 
expected to speed development of a proposed 150-mile commuter rail system for the 
Los Angeles Basin. 

The LACTC’s purchase consists of three of SP’s railroad corridors: & The State 
Street and Baldwin Park branches that extend for 58-miles from Los Angeles to San 
Bernardino, together with a strip along the Yuma main line that connects the two 
branches, * The 14-mile Santa Monica Branch, and  SP’s 12.5:mile West Santa 
Ana Branch. 

The agreement also includes three other routes: & The 21-mile Burbank Branch, 
« A A0foot-wide strip of right-of-way from Burbank along a 23-mile section of the 
Valley Line to Saugus, and = A 40 foot-wide strip alongside 46 miles of the Coast Route 
from Los Angeles to Moorpark. 

Also included is 1.6 miles of unused railroad right-of-way that was once part 
of the old Alla Branch. 

The county commission agreed to pay about $245 million for the rail corridors and 
another $205 million for potential station and parking sites, train yards and main- 
tenance sites, including about 63 acres of SP’s Taylor Yard property. The sale fits 
Southern Pacific’s on-going program of selling property not absolutely needed for 
future railroad purposes. “Freight use is light on the existing lines which we are selling 
completely,” says SP Vice Chairman Bob Starzel, “and we will continue to serve 
customers remaining on these routes while planning goes on for transit development.” 

The 40-foot strips alongside 69 miles of SP’s right-of-way will be used to construct 
tracks for rail passenger service. Diesel-powered commuter trains, somewhat like the 
commute service offered between San Francisco and San Jose, will operate over these 
lines, During planning and construction phases, Southern Pacific will provide rent-free 
use of its main line from Los Angeles to Saugus and from Burbank to Moorpark so that 
commuter rail service can startas soon as locomotives and passenger carsare acquired. 

The $450 million purchase price, which SP will use for general corporate purposes, 
is less than half of the estimated value of all the parcels. 

SP made “significant compromises” to achieve the sale, according to Starzel. “After 
longand very intense negotiations, [Los Angeles} Mayor Bradley appealed to our sense 
of responsibility as a good corporate citizen to get the deal accomplished. We agreed 
to the price because SP considers itselfa partner in the progress of southern California, 
and because we could sell all the lines at this time as a single package. LACTC is 
purchasing assets worth twice what it is paying, and is getting a much longer stretch 
of routes and properties than SP originally put on the table for sale...” 

LACTC Chairman Ed Edelman said “this represents one of the most significant steps 
in the grand design to build a far-reaching rail system which will ultimately thread 
throughout Southern California...” 

The first segment of Los Angeles’ proposed 150-mile commuter rail system opened 
in July. Known as the Blue Line, this 21.5-mile light rail segment between Los Angeles 
and Long Beach got its start in 1985 when SP sold a 16-mile strip of the Wilmington 
Branch right-of-way for nearly $26 million. 

Closing of the sale will occur in stages over the next five or six months as title and 
physical status of the parcels are confirmed. @
